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be, with & bandkerchiel moroas his eyes, as
if the daylight duszled them, sut ‘eebly hud-
dled in u corner,  His guards, contemplo-
ous of o woslk u onptive, soon relazed their
vigilanee. All st once be dropped the
bandkerchiof, threw open the eoseh door,
bonuded out into the road, and was off like
the wind, Almost be ore the gu iuggnud'z
impeded by the sabersand jack boots, b
struggied from the conch, the fagitive was
out of sight und danger.

A fugitive of Vidoeq's charaster was
never out of danger. He reached Dunkirk,
and there strock up a friendship with the
supercago of » Bwedish brig, who promised
him a berth.  But before the brig set sail,
Vidoog, in his ssilor’s dress, was taken
up for brawling at a pot-house, was sus-
pected, from his Inck of papers, to have
escaped from prison, was taken back to
Douai, and locked up once more.

And wow his trial, repestedly postponed
by bis escapes, at last came on. Of the
forgery of the order of relense he was en-
tirely innocent; for the conspirators who
had used bis cell had told him nothing of
their purpose. Appearances, however,
damoned him. He was condemned to eight
yexrs &t the galleys

The chain of gallev-slaves, linked two by
two, set out upon the march for Brest. By
dsy they toiled on foot, dragging o weight
of 15 pounds at either ankle, or rode upon
Jong wagons, while their irons, white with
hoar-frost, struck cold iuto their bones, At
night they hucdled like foul beasts in oat-
tle stalls or stables, and munched s crust of
moldy bresd. Yet the march was paradise
beside the Bagne at Brest. The first sp-
pesranee of that home of woe—afl the vast
crim dens, in each o which 600 cutthroats
sod thieves, dressed in the red frocks, the
sail-cloth trousers, and the green caps of
eniley ielons, sut in endless rows—in which
po sound wus nudible amid the eerseles
clank o! holts and nnkle rings, except some
enrse or filthy jest—in which no sight was
visible but hogpard eves, shorn heads, and
faces of despeir—these things awoke the
borror of the boldest. Sach was the place,
snd such the company, in which the
lnckless Videeq was condemned to wear
nway eirht years,

Bt the prison was not built that could
hold Vidoeq for cight years. Hin wits went
jostantly 1o work. Some of the galley-
slaves possessed wore freedom than the rest,
snd were wont (o smuggle articles into the

prison. Vidoeq oblaiped trom one of
these @& file, & wnilor's  wshirt and
trousets, sod o wig, That night he eunt

souters poarly through, and, with n dexter-
fty which gulled the sentries, put on the
siblor's dresa bouenth his conviet's frock.
Next duy his gang was secit 0 work the
powps, He watched his moweng, slipped
behind a wtack of timber, stfipped ofl his
gulley-froek and trousers, popped on his wig,
unapped bis neorly severed fetters, and be-
fore the guards bad missed bim, was off
ioto the town.,

Hiat to puss the eity gote was thought im-
posuible tor fugitives. It was watched by
wn old galloy-sluve, Lachique by name, who
wan celebiraied lor the cagle oye with which
he conld distinguish o eropped head benenth
the closest cup, or the almost imperceptible
drugeing ol & leg accustomed to the letter,
But Laehigue that day bad et his matoh,
Vidoog, 1w his wig and sailor's suit, came
pally up aod wsked him for o pipe-light,
The old man guve it with the utmost
courtesy; and Vidoeq walked off, puffing,
through the gate.

He took e voad for Oannes,
For two davs all wept well; but
on the third be met two gendarmes, who
asked him for nis papers, Videeq was
Yeudy with o story:—is name “wos Duval,
born ut I'Orient, i duserter from the trigate
Cocurde. Duval was no imaginary being;
such was the nawe of a resl suilor, of whom
be bnd beard spoken at the Bagne. In mc-
cordapce With this story, he was led to
1"Orient, and wus lodged, ax a desorter, 1n
thie naval prisen. Therc, among other cap-
Lves, wat 4 sallor who locked at him with
wysterious swile. “My boy,"” said be, "L
do not Enow yvou, but vou are not Augustus

Duval, tor he died two vears ago at Mar-
tiniew.”  Then, as Vidoeq stood dum-
tounded, he continued, “HBat no one knows

that be has hopped the twig: you oso pass
Sor Lims with ease; be ran awav to sen when

¥yery woung; aod I caw tell you all about
his ijamilv., But you must have his mark
upon vyour arm—ia tatiooed altar with a
garland.” Theu the new fricnds laid their
heads togetber., They pelted a sentinel
with crusis of bread, for which they were

locked up or punishunent iplo a solitary
There, with a buneh of needles dipped
in Indian ink, the sailor pricked on
Vidorg's arm the altsr and the garland. A
fortnight later he was trken from his eell to
be conironted with his family, He fell
upon his father’s meck: and his father, his
mother, his unele and his cousin all recop-
niged with jor their lost Anrustus! =

His kips:olk filled bis purse with louis,
and he was sent off, still in custody, to join
his ship, which was io barbor at St. Malo.
His 1ate vow buug upon his chanees of es-
caping by the way; but when the party en-
tered Quimwper ke bad ound no mesn: to
dupe his guards, Yhen he resolved to try
his chance as a sick wan, He munched to-
baceo for two davs, until he gave himself o

cell.

gastric fever, nnd was ordered to be sent
t0 the ivfirmary. There he soon
found out thut ome of the attendanis,
who had been a cooviet, could be
revailed upon, for lucre, to procure him a
:s;;:un-, und to show him where to soale the
ghrden wall. A disguise was not so easily

fhinined; but Vidocq hit npon a scheme of

ssimnge and ludicrous audacity. When
Sister Frances, the tallest and stoutest nurse
in the infirmary, had gone 1o early matins,
Vidoeg's coutederate stole into her eell, and
bielped himsel' 10 & nun's robe and bonnet
with 8 veil. Vidoog put them on. The two
couspirators crept out, belore the dawn, inte
the garden, where Vidoeq, with the help ot
his companion’s shoulders, sealed the wall
with euse,

Before the sun rose he had walked two
Jengues, At 10 o'clock he reached o little
bamlet with a church, The sexton of the
chureh, u little busy villuge gossip, be.
sonight the weary nun to rest and take re-
{reshment ot the vicur's house, The viear,
s kindly gray old map, was on the point ol
eclebruting mass. Vidoog was pressed
to join the wervice, und , consented;
but the nwkward style in which he made
the signs aod genufiexions, very nearly let
hin seoret slip. Then, with the vicar and
the sexton, be sat down to break(ast, where,
slthough be was so starved that be could
cnsily have cleared the tnble, he was forced
to nibkle like n mouse. He announced that
bie was bound upon a pilgrimage of penanee.
*“For what sin, dear sister?” inquired the
busy litsle sexton. “'Alus, dear vrother,”
rejlied the simple wun, *Yior the sin of
curiosity.”” And the sexton, st that answer,
held his peace.

With the viear's biessiog he resumed his
jouruey. A woeek later he reached Nantes,
In that eity wan o robbers’ tavern, of which
s fellow-convict had ioormed him. He
sought the house, knocked, gave the watch-
word, aod was ushered by the landlady
through & sliding pane! into & low room, in
which eight men and women were engaged
in pinying cards and dricking brandy. At
the sudden entrance ol a nun they stared
in stark amazeweot, But in ao instast, to
their wouder aad delignt, be dropped his
robe and veil and sppeared belore them as
the inmed escaper,

Next day be discovered on his bed a par-
cel of new clothes aud linen. 1o return for
this good fallowship ba tound himsel! ex-

sected to ussist 1o break inte a bouse. But

‘idocq hud by this time seen enough of
ol erime and criminals, apd had resolved to
lrand heneeforth an bonest life. He secretly
exchsoged his clothes ior a smock-irock
and, with 8 steck spd buadls,
ugzin upon his wanderings.

Two devs later he reached Cholet, in La
Vendee, & town of battle-battered ruius,
blsck with fire, in which vothing was let
standing but the steeple. Soldiers were
watering their horsee in the boly vessels of
the church, und getting up n dance amdng
the wreckaze. A caltle fair was beinf held
wwong the ruins of the market. Vidoeq,

fn bis yokel’s frock, nddressed a farmer,
mod was hired to drives herd of beasts ns

started off

eattle drovers to sell the forage of the exen
committed to their charge, and to turn the
profits into brandr. But Vid was &
model drover, At Beeaux his bullocks were
worth 20 franes & head above the price of
any others. His master, in oostasy, of-
lered to engage him aa his But
Yidoog had resolved to make his way to Ar-
ras; and he socordingly declined,

He started, and the third day renched the
tawn, His friends received him asone risen
from the dead. But, even in disguise, the
danger of discovery was great, and he re-
solved to hide himsell in Holland, At Rot-
terdam he fell in with a Frenchman who was
pressiog sailors for the Duteh, The knave
invited him to dinnoer, and puija drug into
his wine. Whoen Vidoeq woke up from his
stapor he found himself on board of a Dutch
brig of war.

he crew, 200 landsmen, by
force or trickery, were & lamentable herd

of lubbers. Ope was s bookkeeper;
another was & gardener; another, like
Vidoeg, was & wmoldier. XNot one in

ten could k his legs, or knew the
difierence hﬂ:::u port and starboard. But
every man of them was perfectly scquninted
with the bostswain’s rope’s end, which at
the slightest provocation deseended on their
backs, Iesistance seemed 8 dream; lor &
cnard ol fivennd-twenty soldiers watched
tibewn with cocked muskets. But no guard
was close enough for Vidoeq. He hatched
a plot among his fellow siaves. 'g hun-
dred nud twenty of them watched their
moment, snd when half the guards were
sitiing down to dinner, seized the whole
troop, and locked them in the hold. One of
the mutineers, a sailor, was set to steer the
vessel. But unluckily this man turced ont
to be = traitor, He ran the ship bemeath
ihe cannon of @ fort, to which he made a
seoret sigual. A boat of officers and men
put off from shore. KEscape was hopeless;
the fortress could have

for ot a sign
blown them all oui of the water. The
party came ou board, Vidoeq, as the ring-

leader, was seized, and would probably have
ended his career by swinging st & yard-arm,
had not his companions sworn, with one se-
cord, that it he suffered the least injury,
they would throw & torch into the magazioe
and blow the shipinto the air. The officials
thought it best to gain the service of & man
so poweriul, The mutineers were pardoped;
the hardships o! their lives were mitiguted;
and Vidoog rose to be an  officer, with the
rank of bomburdier.

And now for a short time his lot was use-
tul, quiet, aud contented. But fate was not
to let him be so Jong. The French author-
itios were on the watch for Frenchmen
prossed on  board the vossels of the Dutch,
Vidoeq sought refuge on s pirate ship; but
even here misfortune dogged him, A band of
gendarmes came suddenly on board one morn-
log w0 look for an escaped nasassin, They
failed to find the man they lrlntod—‘hutlhrg
found Augustus Duval the deserter, wit
whose eseape in & nun's dress the ears of the
police were ringing. To Vidooq's Infinite
disgust, he found himselt led off in custody,

At Dounl, his old quarters, the turnk
who had previously bad charge of him dis.
covered his identity, He was sent to Toup-
lon with the ehalu gang, snd placed in the
department of the dungerous captives. He
was now worse off than at the Bagne at Brest.
There, as & working conviet, he was sent out
duily with his gang: but now he sat by dav,
and stretched his limbs &t night, among the
riff-raff of the galleys, upon the same ecter-
nal beneh to which his chains secured
him. The sentry's eye was mnever off
him. Esempe from this department
was impossible, But how could ke con-
trive to get himself removed? At last, one
night, us be was lying balf asleep upon his
bench, a project flasted upon his miod.

Next day, when the inspector came his
round, he burst into a prayer for mercy. He
was, be said, the victim of a /atal likeness
to his brother, who was the Vidoeq so re-
nowned for his escapes. He was an injured
innocent. Yet he did not ask for freedom.
All thut he begged wus to be saved from
the society of villains, though he should
pauss his lite in tetters at the bottom of a
loathesome dupgecn, He played his part
with such reality that the inspector listened
with belief and pity. His first step wag
gaised. He was ordered to be placed
among the working conviets,

His state was now the same as it had been
st Brest, and he proceeded to escape ia the
sume manner. As before, he put on a dis
guise benesth his convict's frock; as
beiore, be slipped away without
discovery; as before, he reached the
city  gate. Bot here he found
to his dismay, that no one was allowed to
nuss without s green eard given by a magis-
trate, As bestood in greas perplexity, he
beard the cannon of the fortress fire three
shots, which told that his escape had been
discovered. He trembled; but at the mo-
went of despair, bhe saw a coffin, with a train
of followers, proceeding tothe burinl ground
outside the oity. Vidoeq mingled with the
sad procession, burst intoa flood of tears,
and passed in safety through the gateway as
a wailing mourner,

He walked till 5 o’clock that evening,
when he fell in with a stranger with a gun
and game-bag, whom st first he took to be
a sportsman, and with whom he struck up
an sequaintance. This new friend asked
him to his cottage, and set him down to sup-
per on & kid and onions. Then the stranger
told his story. He was one of 60 honest citizens
who had retused to serve the press-gang, and
had retreated to the woods in wself defense.
1: Vidoeg chose to join the brotherhood, he
was willing to present him. Vidoeq jumped
at the proposal. Next day they journeyed
to & solitary but swong the mountains,
where be was welcomed by bhis new com-
pasions and by their leader, Captain Ro-
man, But he soon discovered that his
friend had doped him. The next might he
was senl out with & party to waylay a dili-
gence. The bonest citizens were a gang of
highway robbers!

Vidoeq was now in a predicawent. If he
sttempted to escape, he ran the risk of be-
ing shot; il he beoenme & bandit, he ran the
risk of being hanged. A curious freak of
chanee delivered him. One night he was
awakened by o bandit screaming out that he
had lost his purse. Vidooq, asthe last
recruit, was the first sospeoted. In an in.
stant he was seized and stripped, and
the brand of the galler slave was discovered
on his aboulder. A rosr of rage went up,
A gulley sluve—a rogue—perhaps a spy! Yt
was resolved to shoot-bhim on the spot. A
firing party was told off; Vidocq heard the
wuskets click; but even in that peril he
preserved his readiness, He drew the eap-
tuin of the ghng apart and proposed to hima
stratagem to diseover the true thief, The
captain listened nnd comsented. He pre-
pared a bunch of strawsand bade the super-
stitious brigunds each to draw one. *'The
guilty man,” be said, “will draw the long-
est.” All drew; the straws were re-exam-
ined, and ove, held by Joseph d'Osiolles,
was found shorter than the rest. The eap-
tain tormed upon bim furiously. “Yon are
the thiet,” he said. ““The straws were all of
eqaal length. A guilty terror made you
shorten yours.” D)'Osiolles was seized and
searched, and the purse, fat with ill-got
booty, was found hidden iu his belt.

Vidoeq was saved. Butthe captain told
him that, with all regret, he ecould
not keen s galley slave
among his band. As be spoke, he
slipped into his haod 15 gold pieces, and
bade him go in peace, aud hold his songue.

Vidoeq went with a glad beart, He put
on a smock-frock, secraped nequaintance
with some wagouners, and drove a team as
farat Lyons. Thence be made his way to
Arras, His father was now dead; but he
teok refuge with his mother, who placed
bim in & safe concealment. But Vidoog's
recklessness was still his failing. Oun Shrove
Tuesday be was fool enough to goloa
masked ball, appareled as a marguis. A
girl of his sequuintance guessed his secret,
sod whispered it among the company. The
rumor resched the hurfng of two sergeants,
who were there on duty. They stepped up
to the pretended marquis, and bade bim fol-
low them into thy court. He did so; but as
they were proceeding to ustie his
mask, bhe knoeked them down like
lightuing sod raced into  the
street, The sergeaptls darted after bim.
Vidoeq soon outsiripped them; but presently
he found, to his dfsmay, that be bad run

from & door, and poln it, in the dim

light, as if it were a plstol, swore to w
out 3. brains of the l’m man who touched

him. The recolled; he darted past
ﬂl_:'l, snd in s moment was beyond pur
sui

The sergean retarning ehopfallen from
the chase, unhl'mt that he had fired two
bnllﬂluﬁuit heads, Nor was this lis by
any means the most ridiculous which the
discomfited joe invented to maintain
their credit with the simple, Onegendarme
swore that Vidoag was a werewolf. An-
other gravely related that one day, when he
himsell hlﬂ'ulled his coliar, the fugitive
had turned himself into a truss of hay, of
which, in just displeasure, bo had made »
bonfire,

But, wizard or. no wisard, Vidoogq
found that Arras was too hot to
bold him. He left tha town; but he had
only'iumﬁyed out of the frying pan to fall
into the fire, He was trudging, as & ped-
ler from the fair of Nantes, when be was
recognized and seized, placed among &
chain gang and set out upon the march to
Doual,

_Whileon the rond he was secured one
night within the citadel at Bapaume. Next
morning, while the prisoners were being
counted in the barrack yard, and while the
notice of the guards was taken by the sud-
den entrance of another gang, Vidoeq spied
a btnnlue wagon just about to leave the
yard. Ioaniostant he had slipped in at
the back. The wagon jogged out oi the city;
and Vidoeq, while the driver was stopping
for a tankard at a tavers, glided from his
hiding place and concealed himsel: tifl
pightinll io a field of maize.

He wandered to Boulogne, where he
fell inat a tavern with a crew of pirates,
who, baving just put into harbor with a
prize, were roaring songs In chorus and
getting all a8 drunk as pipers, Vidoeg
joined these merry buccancers, A few days
afterwards they put to sea. Az first they
were nulucky; but one midnight, off Dun-
kirk, a sail was seen to glitter in the moon-
light. The pirates boarded with such fury
that within ten minutes the black flag was
fiying from the masthead of the prize. But
they had Jost 12 men.

As Lebal,
he took ut first the rank of corporal; but his
goal and stendiness soon marked ‘:Im for
promotion. One night, when he was on his
rounds, he apled the twinkle of n light
within the powder magazine, He darted In,
A lamp was sel beneath n powder oask; the
wood wus taking fire; another Instant and
the bullding would bedlown into the alr.
Vidooq rushed up, seized the lamp, stamped
out the sparks and saved the magazine. The
keeper ol the stores, who bad coutrived this
scheme In orderto conceal hin thioveries,
had disnppeared, Bix weeks afterward he
was discovered lying in a wheatflold with a
pistol by his side wnd a bullet through his
bend,

Vidocq, tor this act ef promtitnde, was
mode & sergoant, And now at last his psth
seemed olear before him. Lebel, the ser-
geant, was a rising soldler. Vidoeq, the
galley-slave, was ai the bottom of the sea.

But how long was this to lust? Not long.
Fate made him quarrel with a certain gnar.
termaster. They drew, and Vidocq wounded
bis opponent ia the breast, Owmestripping off
the quartermaster’s thirt to staupech the
hur qv idoeq perceived a serpent’s bead ta-
toosd upon his chest, the tail of which went
round one arm and coiled about an anchor.
Vidoeq recognized theserpent; he had seen
it at the galleys, The guartermaster, like
himself, wasan escaper; und what was worse,
at the same instant he looked eagerly at
Vidooq, and reealled his face to mind.

The pair of galley slaves, thus strangely
met, struck up a show of Iriendship. Each
gwore to keep the other’s mecret; but the
quartermaster proved a iraitor, and con-
veyed a hint to the police, At 5o'clock one
morning Vidoeq was arrested, bound with
ropes and once more sturted on the mareh to
Dounai. His dream was over. Lebel was
dead in earnest, and the old Vidoeq was
alive once more,

At Douvai, where he was detsined
some months, he sometimes ate
his dinner 1n the gaoler's room, of which the
window, opening at & dizzy Sltifhl ubove
the river Scarpe, had been left withont a
grating. Oue evening, after dinner, Vidoeq
watehed his moment, bounded through the
window, and made the giddy plunge into
the river. The window was so fur aloft that
the astounded gaoler fasiled to spvy him
swimming in the twilight down the stream.
The banks were searched; his hat was found;
but unbappily for the pursuers his head
was not inside it. By thas time, he had
reached the water-gate beneath the oity
walls, dived under it, and round himsell
outside the town. Then, gasping and ex-
hausted, he dragged himself to land.

He dried his dripping garments at the
oven of & friendly baker, aud again
made off aeréss the country.  For some days
be hid himsel! at Duisans in the cottage of
a captain’s widow, sn old friend., Thenee,
in a disguise, he made his wuy to Paris,
where, buried in the heartof the great city,
he conceived a hope of living unobserved,
His mother joined him. and with her ss-
sistance he acquired the shop and business
of a master tailor. Ludicrous as the idea
appears to those who know his charaeter,
for eight moaths Vidocq handled patterns,
mensured customers, and, what is more, grew
prosperous and contented. But his disas-
tors were not over. Ond day he chanced to
come seross Chevalier, his wife's brother,
whom the world had used s0 basely, that in-
stend of sending lords sud ladies to the
guillotine, he bad just come ont of a gaol
for stealing spoons, This reptile worked on
Vidocg's trepidation, drained hfm o his
money, aod as soon ss he bad sucked him
dry, vetrayed him to the guards, with whom
it was his aim to curry favor.

A few davs afterward, st day-
break, n band of geudarm's knocked
st Vidoeq's door, He rushed into a neigh-
bor's attic and concealed himwell beneatha
muttress, where the searchers, though they
shook the mutiress, failed to find him.
Theu he tock lodgings with a coiner by the
pame of Bouhin, But Bouhin also turned
against him. At 3 o'clock one night o
party came to seize him, Vidoeqg, in his
shirt, jumped out of bed, dashed up the
stairs, and crept outof a window on the
tiles, But the pursuers were behind him;
there was no escaping from the rool; and he
was seized among the chimneys

\ -~

Vidoeq was weary of eseapes and
captures, He took a vital resolution, n
resolution which affected his whole future
life. He wrote to M. Heary, the Chicf of
the Police, and offered him his service ns s
pYy.

M. Henry wavered. There were points in
Vidoeq's favor—and there were points
sgainst bim. His power was great
snd might be of enormous walue, The
very qualitics—the strength and courage,
the ready-wittedness, the cunaing in dis-
guise—which had rendered him the dread
ol the police, might render him in turn the
scourge of evil-doers. He could venture
jnto slums and hells in which no officer
durst show his face; forin these slnms and
Lells he was & paragdn—a hero—to whom
the sharpest and the boldest reprobate
looked up as s disciple to & master. His
skill in making an escape was regarded as
unearthly; there was thought fo be no turn-
key,at whom he could pot snap his fingers,
po fetters that he ecould not break in sunder,
no wall thibugh which he eould pot pierce
hisway. Hisadvice was songht as if he
were an oracle. Secrets of which the revel-
ation would have hanged a dozen men were
whispered éagerly into his ears. The lives
of scores of gallows-birds were at his merey.
Tarned loose among them, in appearagce
their confederate, but in seoret their be-
trayer, he might well be of more profit to the
cause of law thana battalion of armed men.

Bus woes he to be trusted? M. Heary

into & cul-de-sac. the ts rushed
up to secure hi mhmkq

thought he might be trusted, He had com-
mitted no great orime—and he had lately
done his best, when he was free, to lead an
honest life, These things argued In his
favor. It wan decided to acoept his offer,
though not without & stringent guarantee.
He was required to bring to Justice ey
month a certain minimum of eulprits, and it
was understood that if he falled to reach the
stipulated number he was to be delivered to
the hulks once more. .

The compuot was concluded on these terms,
Vidoeq was taken, handouffed, from the
prison, was put into a wicker car, was drives
from the city, and was suffered o escaps,
The same evening he was looss among the
cutthroats and ring-droppers, in appearance
still a fugitive—in reality a spy,

This aet, the turning point of
his career, has given rise to man
opposite opinions, In the eyes of his ul,-
mirers Vidoeq was a penitent, who, turn-
ing resolutely from the paths of erime, gave
up his varied talents to the service of the
State. In the eyes of his detractars, he was
a misereant who turned eneak to save his
skin., The truth lies between the two ex-
tremes, Vid was not & bean ideal of
virtue; but, wild and graceless as his youth
had been, he was s bird of very different
festher from the rabble of the hulks, His
only proper cause of quarrel with the law
had n the punching of & rival's head,
His prison glory was not of his own seek-
ing. With the Yahoos of the galleys,
smwong whom he had been forced to live, he
considered that he broke po faith, because
he owed none. Morcover, the word spy is
apt to be misleading; for,at least to Englisn
ears, spy, sneak and coward are all‘tarred
with the same brush. But Vidoeq's
undertaking was mot merely that
of an approver; it was also that of
an arrester; and how far that task
was fitted for a coward ora fool may ensily
be judged by the examplesof his captures—
a few among a thousand—which it has now
become our business to deseribe,

His first achievement was the capture of a
coiner by the name of Watrin—a fierce and
vunning desperado, who had completely
buffled the police. Vid tracked him to
bis Inir above s certain cobbler’s shop. At
midnight he went, single-handed, to the
spot, met, by chiance, the coiner at the door-
way, and rushed instantly upon bim. Wat.
rin deslt bim n tremendous blow, and dart-
ing back into the building througha win-
dow, suntehed up the ecobblar's knife. To
follow was to rush on certain death; for the
rufflan, armed with snch a weapon, was as
dangerous as a wounded beast o me. But
Vidooq used his wits, He made & sound
like that of steps retreatiog; Watrin put his
head out of the window to make
sure that he was gone; and In an
instunt  Vidoeq wselge Lim by the
bair, The bravo struggled furlously, but
gradunlly Vidocq, by sheer strength of mus.
ole, dragged hiw through the window, and
the palr iell, looked together, to the ground.
Before his enemy could use his weapon
Vidoeq wrenched It irom hin grasp, bound
his armas and drnlg‘od him single-hunded to
the guardhouse, » Henry and the officers
on duty could searcely trust their eyes when
thu baheld the pair coms in,

fatrin (who was hanged) was a mere say-
age. Bt, Germuin was n rascal of a different
dyd. This rogue, a clerk turned felon, was
s dandy and & wit, and so great & master of
the graces that, in spits of his pig eyvs, his
pock-marked cheeks and his mouth like o
byena's the ladies of his circle thought him
oharming. St Germain had counceived a
spiritea design—to climb oné night into a
banker's garden, to break into the house,
to knock the inmates on the head,
and to go off with the cashbox. He had al-
ready two confederates, but he required a
third; and he invited Vidoeq, Vidoeq, who
thought be saw his way to tuke the rogues
red-handed, readily consented. Bat he
soon found thut he hdd been too hasty. The
scheme was to come off that very might, at
midoight., As yet it was not noon; but 8t.
German, who like S8ampson Brass' father
Foxey, suspected every one on prineiple,
whether friends or foes, required that they
should spend the interval together in his
lodgings, The other two assented willingly;
and Vidocq was compelled to do the same,
But while his thres companions were em-
E]oycu in cleaning pistols, snd in putting a
een edge on murderous koives which, at
the least suspicion of his falsity, would
bave plunged into his beart, bhe
racked his brains for a device to
send a line to the police. At last he found
one. He remarked that at his lodgings he
had some bottles of choice burgundy, which,
if they could be fetched, would make the
time fly gaily. The robbers roared in ap-
probation. St Germain’s porter went off
with the message; and Vidocq's housekeeper,
Annette, brought the wine. Vidoeq mean-
time had stretched himsell upon the bed,
traced a few words secretly upon a serap of
paper, which, under the pretexi of kissing
Annette ns she left them, beslipped into her
hand. The sorawl instructed her to wateh
them in disguise, and to pick up anything
he might let inll. He next proposed that,
tor precaution, he should be taken to inapect
the place ot action, which as yet he hud not
seen. The rest agreed. Locking their two
companious in the room, St. Germain took
him to the banker's garden, und showed him
where they were to scale the wall. Vidoog
had now learnt all he wanted, While St
Germain, on returning, stepped into a shop
to vurchase some black crape to use for
masks, be seribbled his directions, nod let
fall the missive in the street. Annetie, who
was behind them in disguise, picked up the
twist of paper and carried it to the police.

Midnight came; the contederates stole
forth upon their deed of darkoess, sealed
the wall, and dropped into the garden.
Vidoeq was etill astride upon the coping,
when s party of police, who had been lurk-
ing in the shrubbery, sprang out upon the
robbers. The latter fired their pistols;
several officers were injured; but at last the
roraes were struck down, seized and bound.
Vidoeq, to play hia part to the conelusiou,
tumbled from the wall, as if shot dead, and
was carried off before the eyes of his com-
paunions under a white sheet,
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Father Moiselet, whose slory we have
pext 1o tell, wam sexton, bell-ringer, and
chorister ut the chureh of Livry. He was
by trade a cooper, and though comonly re-
garded asa saintin humble lite,was in reality
an oily hyvoorite. His vicar, freightened at
the rumored coming of the Cossncks at the
first invasion, resolved to bury the church
vessels in n barn. A friend of his, a
wealthy jeweler, determined to conceal his
diamonds in the same receptacle; and hon-
est Father Moiselet was employed to dig
the hole. The treasure wos regarded as se-
cure; but one day Moiselet came rushing o
the vicar, just able to gasp out, *““The hole!
—the hole!” The vicar, nearly desd with
terror, hurried to the barn, The hole was
ompty.

Vidoeq was employed to trace the thiefl
He first had Moiselet arrested on suspicion.
While the sexton was in prison he disguised
himself as o bawker, aud called on Madam
Moiselet, in the hope that she might offer
him for #ale = golden chalice, or n rope
of diamonds. Bat, for reasons to be
seen, the hope was idle. Then, as
# German valet, be got himsell arrested,
and shut up with Moiselet in prison. He
and the worthy sexton soon beoame the best

of frienas, The Iatter loved & gluss
of wine. In each of Vidoeg's but
tons & gold piece was sewn, He cut

them offf a buton st a time, called
for a bottie alter & little, and when his boon
companion wus 10 & merry vein, he'wld his
story. His name was Fritz; bis master was
sn Austrian officer; aud he bad stolen his
havresae and buried it smong the woods of
Boudy. Moiseler was st first 100 wary to re-
taru his gonfidence; but be confessed that he
was ti of Moiselet, avd that nothing
would delight him better than 10 fly with
his new friend to Germaoy, and to lend o
merry life. That be could not lead « merry
lite on nothing, was self-evidenes and Vidoeq
now telt certain that he bad the treusure,
Vidoeq secretly directed the police to tuke
them to another prison, bound together by a
slender cord. At u donely coruer of the
road they suapped the cord, sud plunged
inlo the woods of Vuujours. No spot for
tueir escape could huve been better chogen.
Preseutly the sexton looked about bim, thrust

his arm into & thicket, drew forth a spade

spade, threstened to knock him on the head
if be resisted, and marched him off to meet
bis doom. The luckless sexton walked as if
in stupefaction; but it is said that on the
road he muttered over to himsell & thousand
times, ““Who eould have believed it! And
be looked so greenl”

These exploits, sud a thousand of which
these are merely typical examples, raised
Vidoeq's fame to & prodigious height. Ass
folon, he had been the prince of prison-
breakers. He was now arded, and with
Justice, as the greatest felon eatoher ever
seen, BSoon he rose to be chief agens of the
Guard of Bafety. For 18 years the min-
gled skill snd daring of his captures were
without a parallel. It issaid that, at that
time, he cleared the slums-of Paris of more
than 20,000 rogues. Yetthe man who was
the scourre of criminals was himsell a
galler slave, tor whom, if the authorities so
willed, ihe fetters and the bench were still
in waiting, At length, in 1827, he was con-
sidered to have earved his pardon. He had
made sufficient money for his wants, and he
resiened.

Butghe vicissitudes of fate were still be-
fore him, He started, with his little fortune,
& card and paper factory at Bt Mande, in
which all the workmen were old criminals,
But his capital ran short; the neighbors
grumbled at this colony of rogues among
them; und the business had to be wonnd np.
He then set up, at Paris, a Secret Informa-
tion office, which was, at first, a great sue-
cess,  But before long he was charged with
wringing money from the fears of those
whose secrets he acquired. He was arrested,
tried, and though at last acquitted, was
brought down to the verge of ruin.

Hedhen resolyed to try hin fortune as &
public entertainer. In 1845 he crossed to
London and produced his exhibition at the
Cosmorama. His exploits were on every
tongue; and thousands of spectators flocked
to seo his show. Vidoeq, at 70, was & strik-
ing figure. No apectator counld forget the
uﬁ form, now grown portly, in drab
breeches, white silk stockings and shoes
with silver buckles, the bull neck, the
strange face, llnping upward like a pear,
the eurs pierced with slender golden rings,
the grizggled bair and the bushy brows above
the steel gray eyes which glittered like o
lynx's. His performance must have been
immensely entertaining. He told the story
of his life; he donned his chaine, his galley
dross nnd the huge iron balls which he had
worn at Brest; he brought forth relics of
great malefuctors—Fieschi's coat, Paparo.
nie's cap, the crucifix which KRaoul had
used In the last coli; bo related his escapes
and his most famous captures—aud as he
teld his wtories, he chunged his face and
decked himself In the disguise which he had
worn on each ocoaslon, nvd appoared suo-
cessively before the eyes of the speotutors as
a plekpooket, a coal heaver, & galley alave,
a seulllon apd & nan,

By this performance, Vidocq eleared
enough to buy himself & small anouity,
He retired to Parls, and there lived quietiy
o lodgings until 1857, when, at the great
age ol 82, he was struck down with paraly-
sls, On finding his end near, be sent for a
confessor, and—so whimaical » thln: in
human natare—he greatly edified the holy
man dyioglikeasalnt, Onetrifling peccadillo
harr spa forgot to mention, The breath
bad searcely leit his body when ten lovel
damsels, ench provided with n copy of his
will which left ber all his property, arrived
upon the scene. Alas for all the ten!
Vidoeq had slways loved the smiles of
beauty, and had obtained them by a gift
which cost him nothing. He had left his
Ehale possessions to his landlady.— Temple

GERMAN-ENGLISH SCHOOLS.

RECOLLECTIONS OF EARLY DAYS OF A
WELL-KNOWN CONGREGATION,

—

Hew Young Temtans Were Amoricanized—
Wonderful Chunges Made on a Walle
Knewn QOownev of the City in Less Than
Half a Century,

O Life! how pleasant in thy morning,
Young Fanoy's rays the hilis adorning!

Cold, pausing Caution’s lesson scorning,
We frisked away,

Like schoolboys at th' expected warning,
To joy and play.

The accompanying sketch shows how the
third struoture of the First German Evan-
gelical Chureh, corner of Bmithfield strest
and Sixth avenue, appeared in 1852. This
edifice was torn down in the year 1875, and
the present (fourth) church building erected
on its site. I

Adjoinfhg was the graveyard belonging
to the congregation. In those early times
it was customary to have churchiyards sur-
rounding or sttached to the premises for
purposes of barial, Most of those old
churchyards, in the necessities of improve-
ment, have been discontinued and baildings
of various kinds occupy their sites. Those
of the First Presbyterian Church, on Wood
street, and Trinity Episcopal, on Sixth ave-
nue, yet remain, though diminished, owing

to rebullding of larger edifices, For yoars
past, no interments have taken place in
those churehysrds, burlals new belag had
in the varlous cemeterien of Plutaburg snd
Allegheny City. Other  denominations
which had churchyards for buriul purposes
followed the example aud now bury la reg-
ular cemotories,

The church graveyard attached fo the
building, as shown, was s parallelogram,
bounded by Smithfleld street, Btrawberry
alley and Miltenberger’salley. A mediom
high stone wall eoclosed It on Bmithfleld
stroet and part of Strawberry alley, the other

rtions being surrounded by a board fence.

he building was 80 feot long and
08 feet wide and s ac ength
deseribed in the illustrated German pub-
licution, entitled *"'Geschichte der Ersten
Deuntchen Verelningten Evangel. Frotest
Gemeinde (one hundredih snniversary), by
Fr. Ruoff, Pustor.”

The basement was about on a level with
the street pavement in front, and was con-
structed of **picked”’ or dressed stove. This
barement contalned two school rooms and
four rooms for the use of the teachers as a
residence, On the Sixth' street (now ave-
noe) side ®as & small enclosure next Mil-
tenberger's alley. Herr G. Manns was
organist of the ehurch snd teacher in the
schools from 1840 to 1836, His won, Herr
G. Manus, Jr., was teacher par: of that
time of the classes in reading, writing and
translating of German and English, or
English and Germao, according to the na-
tivity or pareutage ol the pupils

Aboui 1853 there was another German-
English pay school, taught by Herr George
Neufler, a very thorough instructor, in one
of the basement rooms of the Grant Street
Baptist Church. After a few sessions this
school was discontinued, All the above
named teachers have pussed awny.

The pleasant memories of the schools will
be recalled with pleasure by pupils now
surviving, The examinations, exhibitions,
refreshments and entertaioments at the ap-
pointed times of the school sessiona will be
remembered agresably.

At the times the schools were taught by
the preceptors named, the importance
of the study and knowledge
of speaking, reading, writing, truoslat-
ing and 1oterpreting the Germun and
Eunglish languages, or vice versa, was duly
appreciuted by the pupils, their parents and
guardiane, For, altbough the Freoeh and
other modern languages, have been and are
now commended in many of the colleges
and seminaries of the United States, yet the
German lnoguage is now only awarded its
due rank, consideration, usefulness and
praise, not oaly in those institutions of
learning, but in the various bigh sehools of
our country, as well as in the special schools
provided tor the purpose. The German
set, Klopstock’s poem on ‘‘Deutsenlavd’s
gpuche" (Germany’'s Language), pub-
lisbed in the German language, is very
eulogistio of that lauguage. This ap-
pears by the following extract from that
poem:
